WIK Receive Undivided Atten­ 
tion et That Body. 


6REATER THAN THEY EXPECTED 


Leaden! Surprised at the Opposition 
Among Republican Senators to Va­ 
rious Provisions of the Bill—-Great 
Bulk of Those to Which Objection 
Has Been Made Are Still to Be Dis­ 
posed Of. 


W ashington. May IO.—The tariff 
bill will continue to receive the undi­ 
vided attention of the senate this 
week. 
Ostensibly 
amendments 
tc 
the different schedules will be before 
the senate, but there doubtless will 
bs much general discussion of the 
whole tariff question. The bill has 
aroused a degree of opposition among 
Republican senators which had not 
been counted upon, and while the 
finance committee is still confident 
that it will be sustained in its posi­ 
tion, there is little effort on the part 
of its members to conceal the fact that 
they are annoyed over the situation 
because of the delay, if for no other 
reason. The general opinion is that 
in the end the committee will pre 
vail, but every turn in the pathway of 
discussion opens up new vistas, so 
that, apparently, the end is still far 
off. 
There is again talk of lengthening 
hours of the daily sittings, but there 
is fear th at if this course is resort 
ed to it will have the effect of au- 
tagonizing to a still greater degree 
the opponents of the measure and of 
thus creating delay rather than ex 
pediting the measure. No announce­ 
ments for the delivery of prepared 
speeches have been made, but this 
circumstance is nowhere regarded as 
an indication that the supply of ora­ 
tory has been exhausted. 
The great bulk of provisions to 
which objection has been made are 
still to be disposed of. 
The lead 
schedule will again be under consid­ 
eration when the bill is taken up. 
Senator Clay has prepared an exhaus­ 
tive speech in opposition to the su­ 
gar schedule, but it is doubtful wheth­ 
er that schedule will be reached dur­ 
ing the present week. 
In the house the Philippine tariff 
bill will be reported, and there will be 
an effort to consider it on Thursday. 
There is little or no opposition to the 
measure. 
Owing to the shape which the de­ 
bate in the senate has assumed most 
prophets are extending considerably 
the day for final adjournment. 
Some 
senators are placing the date as late 
as Aug. I. 
It probably will not, how­ 
ever, be later than July I.

T H E 
ORIGINAL 
STATES 


A Third of the Population cf the 
Country Now Resides. 
Washington, May IO.—Of the 88.- 
000.000 people In the United States, 
Alaska Included, about one-third live 
In the thirteen original states accord­ 
ing to a statistical pbstract of the 
United States to be issued in a few’ 
days by the bureau of statistics of 
the department of commerce and la­ 
bor. Another third live in the states 
created from the territory ceded to 
the common Union by the original 
states and the remaining third in the 
area added by purchase or annexa­ 
tion. 
While a large share of the territory 
in the United States has come under 
cultivation or individual ownership, 
the figures show that in 1908 there 
were 754,898,000 acres of unappro­ 
priated and unreserved land, of which 
more than one half was in Alaska. 61,- 
177,000 acres in Nevada, 46,532,000 in 
Montana. 44,778,000 in New Mexico 
and 42,789,000 in Arizona. 
Of swamp 
and overflow lands there are about 
75.000.000 acres in the country, of 
which 18,500,000 acres are in Florida. 
The total number of immigrants en­ 
tering the country since 1820, the year 
of earliest record, exceeds 28,000,000. 
In the fiscal years 1905, 1906 and 
1907 the number averaged more than 
1.000.000 a year.

ST. YVES WINS 
MARATHON 


Frenchman Victor in Great Interna­ 
tional Event. 
New 
York, 
May 
IO.—Henri 
St. 
Yves has been crowned Marathon 
king. 
The plucky little Frenchman 
won the great International Marathon 
at the Polo grounds. To do it he was 
forced to beat out a field of thirteen 
of the best distance runners of the 
world. 
It was the second long race 
for the Frenchman within a month, 
but he gallantly sprinted home more 
than five laps ahead of the nearest 
competitor in 2 hours, 44 minutes and 
5 seconds. 
Svanberg of Sweden finished second 
in 2 hours, 50 minutes and 54 seconds. 
Crook, an American, was third, nearly 
two minutes behind the Swede. Simp­ 
son, the Canadian Indian, was fourth; 
Appleby of England fifth, and Doran- 
do, the popular Italian, sixth. 
Of the 
thirteen these six alone finished. 
More than 12,000 enthusiasts crowd­ 
ed the big arena at the Polo grounds 
to watch the gruelling struggle. 


DESIRE R ELEA S E OF MORSE 


Prominent New Yorkers Want Finan­ 
cier Admitted to Bail. 
New York, May IO.—Bearing the 
signatures of more than a score of 
men prominent in tho banking and 
commercial world, a petition will be 
presented to the United States cir­ 
cuit court of appeals today asking 
that 
d ia rie s 
W. 
Morse, 
convicted 
banker, now in the Tombs, be admit 
ted to bail pending a decision on his 
appeal. 
That his friends stand ready 
to put up an almost unlimited amount 
of surety is indicated by the petition 
which reads, that “we, the under­ 
signed, believing in the innocence of 
Charles W. Morse of any Intent to de­ 
fraud the Bank of North America or 
to deceive the government officials, 
are willing to become responsible up­ 
on his bail bond for the sum of $5,000 
each without indemnity. 
We do this 
because we do not believe that he 
will leave the jurisdiction of the court, 
and th at when his case is finally 
heard and understood, he will be ac­ 
quitted.” 
A num ber of the signers, according 
to Mrs. Morse, have agreed to furnish 
triple or even ten times the amount 
stated in the petition, thus assuring 
$1,000,000 or more, if necessary. 
The 
petition will be presented to the court 
today, when a motion to set dowm for 
June 30 the argument for appeal is 
made.

from ear to ear and his body riddled 
with bullets.

Chicago, May IO.—Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture James Wilson has arrived 
here and today he will begin an an­ 
nual series of conferences with 150 
government meat inspectors from ail 
sections of • the country. They will 
discuss conditions in packing houses 
and problems that confront the serv­ 
ice.

LOT AT PRESENT INVOLVED 


One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Doh 
tare for Relief of Sufferers—Agri­ 
cultural Bank Has Arranged to Lend 
Money Without Interest to Farmers 
to Aid Them in Planting Crops. 
Preparations Made for Coronation 
of Sultan. 


Constantinople, May IO.—The gov­ 
ernment is taking hold of the relief 
work in Adana province with vigor. It 
was announced that $150,000 had been 
sent there. 
The grand vizier and Ferid Pasha, 
minister of the interior, received a 
deputation of the Armenian clergy and 
laity. 
The delegation was assured 
that the government would inquire 
thoroughly into the Adana massacres 
and severely punish those guilty of 
Inciting them. The minister said the 
Investigation would be conducted by 
a m ilitary court. 
Ferid Pasha told the delegation that 
eight physicians had been sent from 
Smyrna to Adana and th at several al­ 
so had gone there from Constantino­ 
ple. 
A number of notable Armenians met 
here and submitted to the government 
the following requests: 
First—That murderers of Christians 
be punished; second, that stolen prop­ 
erty be returned and indemnities be 
paid for property destroyed; third, 
that women and girls who were stolen 
be returned and also th at men and 
women who were compelled forcibly 
to adopt Mohammedanism be allowed 
to resume their original faith; fourth, 
that the investigation conducted under 
the chairmanship of the governor gen­ 
eral be suspended and that a new in­ 
vestigation of the disorders from their 
commencement be made by a military 
commission; fifth, that Christians be 
permitted to participate in the local 
police establishment and, sixth, that 
Armenians be allowed to participate 
in defraying the cost of erecting a 
monument to those who had fallen in 
the army of liberty. 
Tile agricultural bank has arranged 
to loan $75,000 without interest to 
farmers of Adana province to aid 
them in planting new crops. 
Reviewing stands are being put up 
In the principal streets of Stamboul in 
preparation for the procession follow­ 
ing the girding of the sword upon 
Mehemraed V. This ceremony, which 
corresponds to that of coronation, will 
take place in the Mosque Ayuob, the 
single 
mosque 
In 
Constantinople 
which Christians are not allowed to 
enter or even congregate about the 
entrance or courtyard. 
It will last 
only a few minutes, and no foreign 
eyes will witness the ancient rite of 
the spiritual power consigning the 
temporal 
power to the sultan. 
A 
stand has been erected for the diplo­ 
matic corps and distinguished foreign­ 
ers. eight or ten blocks from the 
mosque.

A fleet of seven Lake Carriers’ 
boats, loaded with ore and grain, has 
arrived from upper lake ports. Big 
crowds of strikers met them at their 
docks, but except for jeering the non­ 
union crews aboard there was no 
trouble. All boats are guarded by the 
police.

The nine persons had started out 
for a boat ride in the small craft. As 
the boat drifted into the swift current 
it began to dip water. The occupants 
became panic stricken. 
Boys on the 
bank heard the screams for help, but 
before a boat could be secured the 
row boat in mid-stream had filled with 
water and sank. 
None of the occu­ 
pants could swim and they were swept 
down the river. 
None of the bodies 
have been recovered.

French Postal Employes Not Likely to 
Quit at Present. 
Paris, May IO.—Conditions are rath­ 
er favorable for tho government in 
its controversy with postal employes 
and it is not likely that a strike will 
be declared at present. The govern­ 
ment’s firmness has made a deep im­ 
pi ession on the rank and file and 
leaders of the strike movement may 
conclude to postpone the battle until 
they are better organized and pre­ 
pared for what would prove to be a 
hard struggle. 
A meeting called by the federal 
committee was attended by 4,000 per­ 
sons. 
No 
great 
enthusiasm 
was 
shown. A resolution was adopted to 
go out at the word of command in the 
fight for the reinstatem ent of the dis­ 
charged employes and for complete 
reform in the postal service. Dele­ 
gate McCarthy, representing the Eng­ 
lish postal employes, gave assurances 
of the financial and moral support of 
their English colleagues. 
A section of the postal employes Is 
engaged in exposing alleged scandals 
in the telephone service. The charge 
is made that much money has been 
squandered and particular reference 
is made to purchases in the United 
States to replenish the plant destroyed 
when the telephone exchange was 
burned last year. 
Various unions in the Seine depart­ 
ment have called a meeting of dele­ 
gates for Wednesday to decide what 
steps shall he taken to help the pos­ 
tal employes in case of a strike to 
counterbalance ald offered to the gov­ 
ernment by merchants and employers 
In general. 


QUIET AT H EAD OF THE LAKES 


No Excitement Since the Killing of 
James O’Rourke. 
Duluth. May IO.—Since the killing 
of James O’Rourke, a marine striker. 
at Superior Saturday night, the strike 
situation at the Head of the I jakes Bas 
been quiet, there being scarcely a rip­ 
ple of excitement on either side of 
the bay. 
The Superior authorities are making 
a thorough investigation. 
District At­ 
torney Foley of Superior swore aut 
warrants for the arrest of Captain 
Goodnow of the Steamer City of Ber­ 
lin and Lester Alme, a private detec­ 
tive, charging them with the murder 
of O'Rourke. Captain 
Goodnow 
is 
still on board of his vessel discharg­ 
ing his duties, but under guard of an 
officer, while the two detectives, Alloo 
and Reno, are in jail awaiting fur­ 
ther investigation. 
The affair is being discussed in all 
quarters, the striking seamen and en­ 
gineers deploring the affair, believing 
that it would damage their cause, al­ 
though 
since 
the 
excitement 
has 
calmed down they do not take the 
same pessimistic view they did Sat­ 
urday night. 


Attempt to Start Revolt Failed. 
Bordeaux, May IO.—Passengers on 
the steamer Guadeloupe, who have 
just arrived here from Venezuela, 
state that friends of Castro attempted 
to start a revolution there but met 
with failure. The situation In Vene­ 
zuela appeared to be satisfactory at 
the time they left. 
Although in their 
opinion 
the 
army 
favors 
Castro, 
the re-election of Gomez as president 
appears to be certain. 


Result of Anti-Christian Rioting. 
Constantinople, 
May 
IO.—Anti­ 
christian rioting in Asia Minor has 
resulted in the loss of two Ameri­ 
can 
lives 
and 
the destruction 
of 
American property by fire and other­ 
wise valued in all at $9,000. The 
American 
property was owned by 
missionary organizations, principally 
by the American board of commission­ 
ers for foreign missions. 


Japanese Laborers Strike. 
Honolulu, May IO.—Fifteen hundred 
Japanese laborers employed on the 
Honolulu sugar plantation went on 
strike for higher wages and it is ex­ 
pected that the movement will spread 
to the other plantations where Japa­ 
nese are employed.”

A Herd’s Successful Raid on a Granary 
In Ceylon. 
Some soldiers stationed at an out­ 
post in Ceylon, says a Colombo paper. 
to protect a granary containing a large 
quantity of rice were sent off a few 
miles to quiet some unruly villagers, 
only two of the party remaining be­ 
hind. No sooner had the soldiers de­ 
parted than a herd of wild elephants, 
which had long been wandering about 
the neighborhood, appeared in front of 
the granary. 
Its walls were of solid 
brickwork, very thick, and the only 
opening into the building was in the 
center of the roof, which was reached 
by a ladder. 
On the approach of the 
elephants the two men clambered up 
Into a lofty banyan tree to escape in­ 
jury. 
Screened by the thick foliage, 
though unseen by the elephants, they 
easily saw all that went on below. 
The sagacious animals began opera­ 
tions at the corners of the building. 
Two powerful elephants, after putting 
forth every effort, but in vain, to make 
an impression on the building, were 
forced to retire exhausted. 
A third 
came forward, and, applying his tusks 
as levers, he at length succeeded in 
dislodging a single brick. An opening 
once made, others of the herd ad­ 
vanced, and soon an entrance was ol> 
♦ained sufficiently large to admit them. 
As the whole company could not be 
accommodated at once, they divided 
into small groups of three or four. 
After satisfying themselves they re­ 
tired and gave place to others until 
the whole herd, upward of twenty, had 
made a full meal. By this time a shrill 
sound was heard from one of the ele­ 
phants, and those still in the granary 
rushed out and joined their compan­ 
ions. One of the first divisions, aftei 
leaving the building, had acted as sen­ 
tinel while the others were taking their 
turn. 
He had perceived the troops 
returning from the village and gave 
the signal for retreat, wThen the whole 
herd, flourishing their trunks, moved 
rapidly into the jungle. 
The soldiers found the animals had 
devoured the greater part of the rice. 
A ball from a fieldpiece was discharged 
at them in their retreat, but they only 
wagged their tails as if in mockery 
and were soon hidden in the recesses 
of their native forests.

A t One T im e T h ey W ere D esignated 
M erely by N um bers. 
Formerly the days of the week were 
numbered one, two, three, four, five 
and six, beginning with the Sabbath. 
Even now the custom still prevails 
among certain modern Greeks, the 
Slavs and the Finns. Many old fash­ 
ioned and orthodox Quakers, particu­ 
larly in the north of England, still hold 
to this custom, which was the common 
one in the days of the apostles and 
down to the fourth century as well as 
usual among the Jews and the Arabs. 
The orthodox Quakers use the numer 
leal system in preference to the ordi 
nary on the ground that the gods and 
goddesses, from whom the names were 
taken, were not of the highest respecta 
bility in point of morals. 
The week was originally only a con 
venient quarter of the lunar month, 
hence it began on Monday, or moon 
day. 
The Italians still call Monday 
the first and Sunday the seventh da; 
of the week. Tuesday is derived from 
the Norse Tiw, who corresponded to 
Mars, the god of war, a most disreputa 
hie person in the eyes of Quakers. 
Thursday was Thor’s day, Thor being 
a god warrior who was morally no bet 
ter than he ought to be. 
Wednesday, 
again, was Woden’s day, Woden bein?} 
the god of battle rage. The Roman* 
called this day Mercury’s. Friday was 
supposed to be the luckiest day of the 
week—for women. It was called aftei 
the Norse Frija, the goddess of love 
and Is the best day for weddings. Poi 
the pagan Romans it was also the da; 
of Venus, though the Christian Romans 
called it the day of ill luck because 
Christ had been crucified on that day 
Saturday was called after Saturn, and 
Sunday was known to the Christians 
as resurrection or sun day. 
The week of seven days was import 
ed from Alexandria into Greece and 
into Italy about the time of Christ 
The Greeks had previously divided 
their month into sets of ten days, the 
Romans into sets of eight days, three 
and a half sets being equal to one 
month.—New York World. 


CATCH CROPS. 
(Furnished by the Minnesota Farm­ 
ers’ Institutes, St. Anthony Park, St. 
Paul, Minn.) 
The term catch crop is used for any 
crop grown that 
is 
not 
regularly 
planned for a certain field, that is, it is 
put in where another crop has failed or 
after another crop has been removed 
from the land. 
Millet sown where a 
corn or other grain crop has failed or 
rape sown with a grain crop or after a 
grain crop, or in cjrn at the last culti­ 
vation to furnish fall feed, is a catch 
crop. 
There are three great advantages in 
catch crops and reasons why their use 
should be extended. 
First, they fur­ 
nish very cheap feed; second, they 
grow in place of weeds; third, they im­ 
prove the condition of the soil by adding 
vegetable matter, especially if pastured 
off or plowed under. 


RAPE. 
Of all these crops rape is probably 
the best, as the seed is very cheap, it 
grows quickly and furnishes excellent 
pasture for all animals with the possi­ 
ble exception of milch cows. 
Rape makes a good growth for pas­ 
ture in about six weeks after sown, if 
sown alone. It may be sown success­ 
fully with grain crops when they are 
sown or shortly afterward. 
When 
sown in this way it is used for fall pas­ 
ture. 
The seed costs but about 15 
cents per acre, hegce furnishes very 
cheap pasturage. 


RAPE AND CLOVER IN GRAIN 
Mr. Chas. Nelson, of Meeker Co., 
Minn., sowed rape and clover in sixty 
acres of grain in the spring of 1907, 
and that fall pastured his herd of 20 
cows two months on this field, getting 
from the creamery $225 in cream checks 
for the two months, which brought him 
o#ver $3 per acre from his field after 
getting the regular grain crop. The 
crop took the place of weeds. The 
whole of the crop was left on the field. 
While growing after harvest it used 
the available plant food in the soil 
which otherwise 
would 
have 
been 
largely lost by leaching, and thus left 
this plant food in the soil in the form 
of vegetable matter that will be easily 
broken down next year and while be­ 
ing broken down or rotting it wili help 
to liberate the mineral 
plant food 
locked in the soil. 
Such a crop adds 
considerable to the income from the 
field the year it is grown and leaves 
the soil in better condition for crops in 
succeeding years. 
RAPE IS FALL FEED FOR SHEEP. 
C. W. Hale, a large farmer, of Fill­ 
more county, sows several hundred 
acres of rape each year with his grain 
crops. 
In the fall he buys several car­ 
loads of sheep to eat off this crop and 
reports that he gets from 30 cents to 
$5 per acre extra each year after get­ 
ting his regular crop of corn or grain. 
This certainly is an advantage over 
getting nothing from the stubble fields 
and allowing them to produce weed 
seeds. 
When land is very rich there is some 
danger that the rape may grow too 
large in the grain and cause trouble in 
harvesting and curing the crop. In 
such cases it is well to sow the rape 
after the grain is up, thus giving the 
grain a considerable start. The rape 
may be scattered in the field any con­ 
venient way, as by hand or with a 
hand broadcast seeder. 
It may be 
scratched in with a weeder or left un­ 
til a rain comes which will start it. 
When it is sown at the same time as 
the grain crop, it of course is mixed 
with the grain, and in such case there 
is no cost for sowing.

LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT 


The Puzzle of the Tiny Firefly 
and the Mighty Comet. 


EACH 
HOLDS THE SECRET. 


It Is rn Mystery to 8ciencs, and tho Man 
Who Is Abl# to Psnstrats That Mys­ 
tery Will Bs In a Position to Revo­ 
lutionist This Planet of Ours. 


Tikis Is not an Aesop fable, although 
It baa a moral. 
There are two things in whose pres 
ence science stands wondering and 
abashed—the little glowworm (or the 
yet tinier firefly) and the mighty comet 
arching the sky with its glimmering 
train. 
Each of them bolds the same 
secret—how to make light without 
beat. 
The man who gets that secret 
will revolutionize the planet. 
The late president of the Royal As­ 
tronomical Society of Great Britain 
referred to the value of the comet’s 
secret in his retiring address. 
He 
thought that we do not sufficiently ap­ 
preciate the wondrous spectacle of a 
comet’s tail. It shows us hundreds of 
billions of cubic miles of space simul­ 
taneously 
glowing 
with 
luminosity 
whose origin is a mystery. 
It Is a gigantic experiment in a 
branch of physics of which we as yet 
know very little. 
The comet Is im­ 
mersed In what we may well regard 
as a vacuum; at least It is a far more 
perfect vacuum than we can produce. 
Yet the persistent glow of the comet’s 
tail shows that there Is no real vacuum 
there, but a vast quantity of extreme­ 
ly attenuated matter which no doubt 
is the cause of the luminosity. 
I We ought, Professor Newall thinks, 
to awake io the Importance of this 
hint. “Who knows,” he says, “wheth­ 
er, if we could discover a method of 
disrupting gases and vapors In ultra 
vacuous spaces artificially maintained 
on earth, we should not have a meth­ 
od of artificial illumination as econom 
leal as that of the glowworm and os 
brilliant as is needed for our nocturnal 
life?” 
This thing may really be within our 
reach, although at the present time 
we cannot even suggest to ourselves 
exactly bow it is to be attained. But 
the tendency of recent investigation is 
in that direction. 
As Sir John Iler- 
Fchel said of another discovery which 
was just at the door, “We can feel it 
trembling along the farreaching line 
of our analysis.” 
There are not a few men, who are 
regarded by their harder headed scien­ 
tific brethren as “dreamers,” who pic­ 
ture to themselves a fast coming time 
when we shall not only obtain light at 
as cheap a rate as tile firefly has it. 
but when we shall have tapped the ex­ 
haustless stores of energy that sleep 
all around us in nature. 
We are like one in a dream sos 
pended In tile midst of a vast work­ 
shop crowded with multitudinous ma­ 
chines, all whirling and fluttering In 
a storm of energies, hut which he can 
neither control nor understand. 
lf 
we could see these things they might 
terrify us, as the dreamer is terrified 


by tho whirring belts and spinning 
wheels of his vision, seeming to grasp 
at his life. 
If the scientific investigator needs 
to establish a raison d'etre in the eyes 
of the public, which cannot follow 
either his processes or his results, he 
has only to point to the fact that the 
greatest practical discoveries of mod­ 
ern times have come out of the labora­ 
tories from things as incomprehensible 
to the unitlated as so much magic. It 
Is a well known fact that the growing 
might of Germany springs from her 
devotion to “pure research.” 
Referring again to the pregnant hint 
of the comet, Professor Newall is 
clearly right in saying, “Here is a 
theme that should stir up the most 
commercial mind in the support of as­ 
tronomy.”—Garrett P. Serviss in New 
York American. 


FLYING TO PEOPLE ARCTIC. 


Lecturer 
In 
Boeten 
Bey* 
Perfected 
Airehip Will Make it Habitable. 
II. Helm Clayton, formerly of the 
Blue Hill observatory, In an address 
before the Boston Scientific society 
the other day predicted that the per­ 
fection of the flying machine would 
result In populating the arctic regions. 
In the early days of man, he said, 
tropical countries principally were in­ 
habited, but as the population grew it 
became necessary to go to other lands 
where a colder climate was found and 
where greater needs developed man’s 
intellect. 
The progress in foresight 
and thrift which began In those early 
days has been halted at the arctic, 
he said, because there was no season 
of growth there. 
“I 
believe, 
however,” 
he added, 
“when the flying machine is perfected, 
so that the necessary demand for 
clothing and food can be quickly sup­ 
plied, that tho arctic region will be as 
thickly settled as any other portion of 
the earth.”

Federal experts who are making a 
study of building materials that will 
best withstand fire and who are there­ 
fore taking a keen Interest In the fire 
losses as they arc reported for the 
whole of the United States declare 
that, in spite of all efforts toward bet­ 
ter building conditions, the death and 
destruction due to fires and conflagra­ 
tions In 1909 will eclipse all previous 
records, with the exception of the 
years In which the Baltimore and San 
Francisco fires occurred. 
They point to the fact that In six­ 
teen days of April five big fires In dif­ 
ferent parts of the United States re­ 
sulted In a loss of $0,000,000, the death 
of twenty persons, the injury of seven­ 
teen and the rendering homeless of 
more than 3,000. The greatest of these 
fires was at Fort Worth, Tex., result­ 
ing in a property loss of between $3,- 
000,000 and $4,000,000, and the second 
In Importance was at Rochester, N. Y., 
with a loss of half a million dollars. 
..“The people of the United States 
have not yet learned the lesson of the 
Baltimore and San Francisco fires,” 
said Richard L. Humphrey, engineer 
In charge of the structural material 
laboratories of the United States geo­ 
logical survey. “Fort Worth’s recent 
experience, when more than 300 homes 
were devoured by the flames, Is but a 
repetition of what has happened in 
the past and what will occur in the fu­ 
ture 
until 
American 
municipalities 
xvake to the situation and enact legis­ 
lation which will absolutely prevent 
the 
further construction 
of flimsy 
buildings that are not fireproof. 
“It seems difficult to make the peo­ 
ple believe that In 1907 fires In the 
United States cost more than $1,250,- 
000 for every day In the year, an 
annual tax of more than $5 for every 
man, woman andV hild In the United 
States. We are spending $1,000,000,000 
a year on new buildings and construc­ 
tion work, while our fires cost $500,- 
000,000. No other nation has such an 
unenviable record as this. Our fires 
are costing from six to eight times as 
much per capita as any country In 
Europe. By the total cost of fires I re­ 
fer not only to the actual destruction 
of property, which amounted to $215,- 
000,000, but also to the cost of mainte­ 
nance of fire departments and the 
amount of insurance paid over and 
above the money returned to reim­ 
burse owners of burned buildings. 
While we are wasting several times 
as much property per capita as Eu­ 
rope, we are also destroying in these 
fires five 
times as many lives as are 
lost in the other countries. In 1900, 
according to the United States census, 
0,000 persons died of burns and per­ 
haps 10.000 were seriously Injured. 
“No other country suffers so enor­ 
mous conflagration losses as does the 
United States, and it is this class of 
loss, due 
to 
the rapidity with which 
fires spread. Involving whole 
blocks 
and cities, that requires attention. 
In 
every city and village In the United 
States there Is ever present the possi­ 
bility of large loss of life and property. 
“The federal government is directly 
Interested in this question, because It 
is the owner of buildings valued at 
more than half a billion dollars, which 
are not Insured, and Is spending more 
than $20,000,000 each year for new 
structures. 
This building and con­ 
struction work is all intended to be of 
a permanent nature. 
It involves in­ 
terests of such magnitude that the 
government can afford to take no risks 
concerning either the methods of con­ 
struction or the m aterials to be used. 
It is therefore necessary that its archi­ 
tects and engineers have definite infor­ 
mation concerning tile fire resisting 
qualities of the different materials of 
construction to the end that the gov­ 
ernment buildings may be properly 
safeguarded from fire within and w ith­ 
out. 
“Carrying out this idea, the geolog­ 
ical survey, through its technologic 
branch, some time ago completed a 
series of preliminary fire tests of build­ 
ing materials, which will soon be 
printed by the government in the form 
of a bulletin. 
The building materials 
were placed in a furnace, where gas 
flames were forced by a blast of air 
against one side of the material. After 
two hours, in which the material was 
heated to the point expected in a con­ 
flagration, the 
material was taken 
from the furnace and the water turned 
on from a hose to get the conditions 
which obtain after the firemen begin 
their 
work. 
The 
conditions 
under 
which these tests were made were un­ 
usually severe, and as none of the ma­ 
terials passed perfectly it proved a 
good test for comparative purposes. 
The tests are not in any way conclu­ 
sive, being the first of an extended se­ 
ries of investigations, but they point 
out the weaknesses of the different ma­ 
terials.” 


ANCIENT BELLS. 


T h iy War* Often Quadrangular and 
Mad* of Thin Iron Plat**. 
There are several old bells In Scot­ 
land, Ireland and Wales. The oldest ore 
often quadrangular, being made of 
thin Iron plates which have been ham­ 
mered and riveted together. 
At the 
monastery of St. Gall In Switzerland 
the four sided bell of the Irish mission­ 
ary St. Gall, who lived In the seventh 
century, is still preserved, but more 
ancient still is the bell of St. Patrick 
in Belfast, which is ornamented with 
gold and gems and silver filigree work. 
The curfew bell is that about which 
most has been written and said. 
It 
has been thought that It was only used 
in England, but it was quite common 
on the continent in the middle ages. 
The ringing of bells by rope Is still 
very popular in England, especially In 
the country, where almost every ham­ 
let, however small, has its church with 
its peal of bolls, which are often re­ 
markably well rung. 
The first real 
peal of bells In England was sent by 
Pope Calixtus III. to King’s college, 
Cambridge, and was for 300 years the 
largest peal In England. 
About the 
beginning of the year 1500 sets of eight 
bells were hung in a few of the large 
churches. 
In the middle of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury a man named White wrote a fa­ 
mous work on bells In which he Intro­ 
duced tile system of numbering them 
I, 2, 3, 4, etc., on slips of paper in dif­ 
ferent orders, according to the changes 
Intended to be rung. 
It Is calculated 
that to ring all the changes upon twen­ 
ty-four bells at two strokes a second 
would take 117 billion years. 
One of the most famous bells in the 
world is the first great bell of Moscow, 
which now stands In the middle of a 
square in that city and ?e used as a 
chapel. This bell was cast in 1733, but 
was in the earth for over a hundred 
years, being raised in 1836 by the Em­ 
peror Nicholas. 
It is nearly twenty 
feet high, has a circumference of sixty 
feet, Is two feet thick and weighs al­ 
most 200 tons. 
The second Moscow 
bell, which Is the largest bell in the 
world that is actually in use, weighs 
128 tons. 
There are several bells ex­ 
tant which weigh ten tons and over, of 
which Big Ben. the largest bell in Eng­ 
land, weighing between thirteen and 
fourteen tons, Is one. 
Big Ben is un­ 
fortunately cracked.—London Globe.
